As shown in Figure 3 the beam S l is fixed and n poir of 
s.T.-wr.l ->|.imlli's 12' are mounted in ben rings therein. The upper ends of Hie fi 
Liiimlhw I"' arc pre fern blv squared to engage with n polygonally cut-away open- 
in- in Hm- spanner 10. The lower screwed parts 0' of the shafts 12 1 pass through 
<l;7liim:irv nuts 30 arranged at the ends of levers 27 pivoted to the block 8 l at 2<». 
Tin* eccentrics 28 are mounted on the levers 27 by means of pivots 29. The. 
rest of the apparatus is identical with that previously described with reference 1 
In Figure 1 of the drawings. It will be seen that by turning: the shafts 29 the 
block's will be caused to descend, and a further descent of the block 3 can be 
obtained by the turning of Hie screw shafts 12 l by means of the polygounlly 
jawed spanners 10. 

Having now particularly described and ascertained (ho nnlure of my said 1 
invention and in what manner the same is to be performed. I declare Hint 
what I claim is: — 

1. An improvement or modification of the machiue for making enrdlmard 
show cards or tickets according in my previous British Patent 2G,ii02 of l!MO 
in which -punches carried hy a ( (imposing stick are caused to descend by the • 
oiiemtioii of a pair of screw slia Ms which act indirectly on the punches through 
the intermediary of pivoted lever* on a fixed beam, the shafts being squared and 
provided with turning keys having a number of internal notches adapted to 
engage nt a different number of relative position* with said squared shafts, 
substantially as described. . 

2. A machine for making cardboard show cards or tickets as claimed in . 
Claim 1, characterised by the feature lhat the pivoted levers carry eccentrie 
cams displaceable by hand when desired to cause a descent of the plate above 
the composing stick carrying the punches, substantially as described. 

3. An improvement in* or modification of the machine for making cardboard ; 
show cards or tickets according to my previous British Patent No. 2<>,<>62 of 1910, 
in which a. pair of screw shafts which operate indirectly on the punch through 
the intermediary of pivoted levers have eccentrics bearing on a displaceable 
plate over the punch so that a partial descent, of the punch may first be effected 
by turning the eccentrics and then completed by the operation of the screw 
shafts, substantially as described. # 

4. A machine for making cardboard show cards or tickets as claimed in Claim 1 
or 3, characterised by the feature that an indicating scale is provided for 
the composing stick, substantially as described. 

;"V. A machine for making cardboard show cards or tickets of the kind formed 
by diameter punches having cutting edges which impress into a cardboard 
fi'miidalion characters formed of paper, constructed and arranged to operate 
sohslaiH hilly as described with refereuce to the accompanying drawings.
